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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the examiner reiterates that the term "rigid" is a 
relative term and every material has some degree of rigidity and the examiner also contends that the rigidity of the sheath 14 is greater 
than that of the stone basket and therefore it also would be proper to refer to it as "rigid" in this context, the examiner wonders if the public 
would be able to discern what would and what would not infringe these claims... that is if one started with the applicant's "rigid" cannula 
and made a cannula of successively more and more"flexible" material, at what point would it cease to be "rigid" and become "flexible"? as 
the courts have previously determined that both "rigid" and "flexible" are both relative terms, it stands to reason that if this is what the 
patentability depends on that the claim would need some statement as to how rigid it is (quantitavely) or that it is more rigid than some 
other claimed part of the device.
